Thorough discussion of city bombing during the 
pre-war years and the war itself up to this lime has 
discounted heavily the claim that it would be a de­ 
ciding factor.

British aviators apparently have been Hying over 
vital German areas 
as 
easily as German aviators 
have been reaching England and Scotland. ' While 
tire aviation problem of penetrating Germany Is more 
difficult than the 
problem 
of 
pene rating Great 
Britain, it is important 
that 
many 
British flights 
have been made to Berlin in north central Germany. 
It may be assumed that ‘wholesale bombing of Lon­ 
don by German airmen would be answered immed- 
ia'ely by retaliatory bombing of Berlin. There is no 
distinct advantage on Germany’s side, a vital con­ 
sideration in aerial war on civilians. 
In finland, on the other hand, Russian bombers 
have done enormous damage for the simple reason 
that Finns lack sufficient air strength to retaliate. 
a lopsided situation that may be brought into balance 
later, when and if Finland becomes stronger in this 
type of defense 
Leningrad would be as good a target 
for bombers as Helsinki—lf the Finns had bombers. 
It is an axiom of war that new weapons develop 
new defenses.
